RESCINDING RESOLUTION NO. 2011-12 PROVIDING DIRECTION TO THE CITY 

MANAGER REGARDING THE BUDGET OF THE FLOWER AVENUE GREEN 
STREET PROJECT 

 
 

WHEREAS,  the City of Takoma Park has been working with the community on plans for the 
Flower Avenue Green Street; and 

 
WHEREAS, planning and construction costs are now estimated at greater than the original 

budget of $916,000; and 
 
WHEREAS,  direction to the City Manager to preclude spending funds from the City’s General 

Fund on the project may slow construction and, if the construction is phased, is 
likely to cost the City more; and 

 
WHEREAS, providing a City contribution to the project will help secure grant funds for which 

matching funds are often expected; and 
 
WHEREAS, the Council feels that spending funds from the General Fund on the project may 

now be considered as part of the regular City budget process. 
  
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF TAKOMA 

PARK, MARYLAND THAT Resolution No. 2011-12, Resolution Providing 
Direction to the City Manager Regarding the Budget for the Flower Avenue 
Green Street Project, shall be rescinded.
